Perhaps the best way to put in 
its rightful perspective the era in 
which the Bank of Montreal was 
established is to say that its 
founding was undertaken two 
years afte> ‘Wellington's victory 
at Waterloo brought to an end#he 
great Napoleonic Wars and freed 
Europe from a tyranny which left 
it impoverished and from the 
shock of which “it took many 
years to recover. The Bank has 
served Canada under eight. Brit- 
ish sovereigns, has lived during 
the terms of office of twenty- 
eight of the thirty-two presidents 
of the United States. Here is a 
chronology of some of the his- 
tory-making events in Canada or 
affecting Canada in the Bank's 
lifetime:
